Dear  Fiiends: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  show  on  the  following  pages  the 
response  to  the  first  annual  appeal  for  contributions  to  The  Ohio 
University  Fund,  Inc.  This  first  year  we  received  in  contributions 
$33,823.00  from  609  contributors.  The  Fund  is  young,  it  is  true,  but 
we  are  on  our  way  toward  accomplishing  what  we  all  desire — to  con- 
tinue to  play  a  part  in  the  life  and  development  of  Ohio  University. 

The  "First  Annual  Report"  presents  by  tabulations  the  percent 
ages  of  your  district  and  class  year  in  comparison  with  the  total 
number  and  amount  of  gifts;  it  analyzes  gifts  by  sizes;  it  lists  by 
districts  and  class  years  the  names  of  contributors,  and  the  chainnen 
in  the  organized  districts;  it  lists  by  districts  and  cities  the  distri- 
bution of  our  11,900  alumni;  it  shows  the  amount  of  general  and 
designated  gifts  and  the  allocations  made  from  general  gifts  to  our 
projects;  and  it  brings  letters  from  President  Baker,  other  members 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  from  many  of  our  contributing  alumni.

Dear  Mr.  Wise : 

Thank  you  for  the  preview  of  the  first  Annual  Report  of  the  Ohio 
University  Fund.  The  reception  of  the  idea  of  a  Fund  has  been  most 
heartening-  to  the  entire  faculty  as  well  as  to  me.  I  am  certain  that  the 
gifts  so  far  received  are  merely  an  indication  of  what  will  be  contributed 
in  the  future.  As  I  acknowledge  the  opportunity  of  reading  your  report, 
and  congratulate  you  on  it,  may  I  also  take  the  liberty  of  sending  you 
certain  comments  about  the  Fund  and  its  significance. 

Today,  February  1,  I  am  celebrating  the  second  anniversary  of  my 
assuming  the  Presidency  of  this  distinguished  institution.  The  two  years 
have  presented  many  problems ;  but  throughout,  these  problems  have  been 
grefltly  ameliorated  by  the  help  of  loyal  alumni  and  friends  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, as  well  as  by  the  knowledge  of  the  tremendous  reservoir  of  good 
will  which  exists  among  graduates  of  Ohio  University  wherever  they  are 
located  today. 

The  need  for  the  Fund  in  administering  Ohio  University  is  greater 
than  any  Director  will  ever  be  able  to  indicate  in  print  and  greater  than 
any  alumnus  can  ever  imagine.  Such  a  Fund  is  an  absolute  necessity  if 
Ohio  University  is  to  be  a  virile,  growing,  institution.  Alieady,  the  Fund 
has  helped  in  numerous  ways,  as  you  indicate  by  showing  allocations  in 
your  I'eport. 

The  Ohio  University  Fund  will  carry  to  graduates  and  friends  every- 
where the  seriousness  of  our  need  for  other  support  than  that  which  we 
receive  from  the  State.  It  also  will  give  to  many  great  satisfaction  in 
acknowledging  the  debt  which  they  may  owe  to  the  University  and  their 
belief  in  the  significance  of  higher  education  in  our  Democracy.  The  time 
will  come  soon,  I  hope,  when  graduates  and  friends  will  make  annual 
contributions  to  the  Ohio  University  Fund,  and  when  they  will  start  to 
leave  to  this  old  institution  in  their  wills  not  only  bequests,  but  also 
libraries,  paintings,  fine  furniture,  real  estate,  and  other  items  of 
significance  to  any  distinguished  university. 

In  closing,  I  want  personally  to  thank  the  Trustees  of  Ohio  University 
for  organizing  the  Ohio  University  Fund ;  and  also  the  President  of  the 
Fund,  Mr.  Arthur  C.  Johnson,  Director  John  Case,  the  other  Trustees,  and 
you,  yourself,  for  the  time  and  the  great  energy  which  you  all  have 
expended  in  launching  this  project.  The  faculty,  students,  alumni,  and 
friends  in  the  years  to  come  will,  I  am  sure,  constantly  appreciate  and 
thank  you  for  the  sound  way  in  which  this  whole  program  was  started 
in  1946.

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  1  acknowledge  the 
bequest  from  the  Ohio  University  Fund  through  the 
medium  of  your  own  good  offices  and  the  kindly  con- 
sideration of  the  Research  Committee  of  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity Fund. 

These  monies  will  be  expended  nearly  all  to  defray 
the  charges  for  the  reproduction  of  the  numerous  half- 
tones and  drawings  which  must  be  made  to  suitably 
illustrate  the  monograph  which  1  have  called  the  "Ameri- 
can Psaronii"  and  which  includes,  at  least  in  the  first 
section,  all  of  the  known  petrifactions  from  Athens  and 
surrounding  counties. 

I  have  given  my  entire  collection  of  these  petrified 
fern  trunks  to  the  Ohio  University  Museum.  The  speci- 
mens cannot  be  replaced  nor  can  they  be  purchased.  As 
collector's  items  they  have  a  scientific  value  of  nearly 
$1000.00  though  few  people  realize  this  now.  It  was  the 
same  way  in  Chemnitz,  Saxony,  where  a  forest  of  similar 
character  once  existed  in  fossil  state,  but  Frederick  the 
Great's  wife  took  a  fancy  to  a  brooch  made  of  Psaronius 
and  immediately  it  became  a  court  fancy,  a  must  for  the 
ladies  of  fashion,  and  as  a  result  the  petrified  forest 
disappeared,  cut  up  for  trinkets  over-night.  It  cannot 
happen  here. 

I  also  acknowledge  the  conditions  set  forth  as  items 
1,  2,  and  3  in  your  communication  and  will  abide  by  them.

THE  AMERICAN  PSARONII 

BY 

ARTHUR  H.  BLICKLE,  Ph.D. 

[The  following  is  a  description  of  the  research  en- 
gaged in  by  a  member  of  the  faculty  to  whom  a  modest 
grant  was  made  by  the  Ohio  University  Fund  to  cover 
the  cost  of  publishing  his  report. — The  Editor} 

An  Abstract: 

Gigantic  petrified  fern  trunks  have  been  collected  by 
the  author  and  his  students  from  the  coal  deposits  of 
Upper  Pennsylvanian  age  and  from  the  rock  strata  above 
and  below  the  coals  in  numerous  finds  in  Athens,  Gallia, 
Meigs,  Morgan,  Perry,  Hocking,  Washington,  and  Behiiont 
counties  in  Ohio. 

The  affinities  of  these  tree-fern  petrifactions  are  only 
very  generally  known  and  they  are  usually  assigned  under 
the  paleobotanical  generic  name  Psaronius  which  arose 
through  a  contamination  of  the  name  originally  given  the 
petrifactions  by  early  dealers  in  semi-precious  stones  who 
named  them  star  stones,  starling  stones,  worm  stones, 
and  eye  stones. 

The  anatomical  structure  of  these  Psaronii  is  often 
beautifully  preserved  even  to  the  most  delicate  of  cellular 
tissues.  "This  has  been  brought  about  by  a  very  gradual 
infiltration  of  the  silicifying  and  calcifying  mineral  so- 
lutions. 

No  accurate  comprehensive  descriptions  or  investi- 
gations of  the  structure  of  these  petrifaction.-;  have  ever 
been  made  and  only  guesses  have  been  forthcoming  con- 
cerning the  probable  systematic  position  of  the  plants  in 
relation  to  the  great  groups  of  existing  ferns  of  similar 
growth  form  which  now  occupy  only,  tropical  life  zones. 


The  work  of  the  author  constitutes  the  fir.st  article  of 
a  monograph  of  the  known  and  newly-described  American 
Psaronii  and  in  a  larger  sense  embodies  both  a  compara- 
tive anatomical  investigation  of  the  American  species  and 
a  revision  of  the  present  taxonomic  status  of  the  known 
forms  and  of  the  pertinent  values  of  the  anatomical 
characteristics  as  criteria  for  the  comparison  of  species. 

The  collections  of  these  petrifactions  have  been  de- 
posited with  the  Ohio  University  Museum  for  preservation 
and  display.  The  work  has  been  possible  through  a  grant 
from  the  Ohio  University  Fund.

During  Worid  War  II  Ohio  Uni- 
versity student-veterans  distinguished 
themselves  on  the  field  of  battle. 

For  proof  one  has  to  look  no  furth- 
er than  their  records  which  show  that 
62  Distinguished  Flying  Crosses,  a 
Navy  Cross,  five  Croix  de  Guerres  and 
182  Purple  Hearts  were  awarded  for 
extraordinary    bravery    and    heroism. 

Perhaps  no  branch  of  the  service 
saw  more  combat  than  the  Army  Air 
Corps,  says  Dr.  Victor  Whitehouse, 
Ohio  University's  coordinator  of  vet- 
erans' affairs,  as  852  students  on  the 
campus  this  semester  served  in  the  air 
wing  of  the  Army.  A  total  of  3351 
out    of    5795    students   are   veterans. 

Most  recently  honored  Army  Air 
Corps  veteran  is  Herbert  Moore,  a 
freshman  from  Brookville,  who  was 
awarded  the  DFC  at  a  special  ROTC 
ceremony    (see   cover   page    picture) . 

On  behalf  of  Headquarters,  Army 
Air  Force,  Col.  Ray  Cavenee,  pro- 
fessor of  military  science  and  tactics, 
presented  the  medal  to  the  former  8th 
Air  Force  lieutenant  for  his  "extra- 
ordinary achievement"  in  an  aerial 
flight  over  Frankfurt,  Germany,  on 
May  12,  1944,  when  he  successfully 
crash-landed  his  crippled  B-I7,  thus 
saving  the  crew. 

Moore  served  in  the  Army  four 
years,  being  held  as  a  German  pris- 
oner for  one  year.  He  also  holds  the 
Air  Medal  and  Purple  Heart.  A 
graduate  of  Roosevelt  High  School, 
Dayton,  he  plans  to  secure  a  degree 
in  the  field  of  commerce.  He  was 
married  in  December. 


Ohioans  Preview  Rood  Paintings  at  Eggleston  Ga

OHIO  UNIVERSITY'S  basket- 
ecrs,  with  six  wins  and  eight 
losses,  were  in  a  slump  early  in  Feb- 
ruary as  the  last  five  games  had  ended 
in  defeats. 

But  as  the  month  opened  the  Bob- 
cats, although  losing  to  the  powerful 
Butler  University  cagers  by  80-70, 
played  stime  of  their  best  ball  of  the 
season  and  Coach  W.  J.  "Dutch" 
Trautwein  had  hopes  of  at  least  an 
even  break  in  the  remaining  nine 
frays,  five  of  them  on  the  home 
boards. 

Butler,  with  five  wins  and  no  de- 
feats, was  out  in  front  in  the  Mid- 
American Conference  and  appeared 
fairly  sure  of  ending  the  season  as 
the  new  loop  winner.  Ohio  U.  was 
in  third  place  with  two  wins  and 
three  losses  for  a  .400  average. 

Inability  to  convert  at  the  free 
throw  line  had  been  a  big  factor  in 
at  least  a  couple  of  losses.  Kenny 
Walters  of  New  Lexington,  veteran 
forward,  was  off  his  game.  And  Bob 
Johnson  of  Athens,  who  had  come 
along  fast  during  January  to  win  a

starting  berth  at  forward,  had  a 
fractured  wrist. 

On  the  brighter  side  was  the  fine 
play  of  Dick  Shrider  of  Glenford, 
all-Ohio  forward  two  years  in  a  row, 
who  was  shifted  from  forward  to 
guard.  Harry  Gordon  of  Cleveland 
was  playing  a  scrappy  brand  of  ball 
at  the  other  guard,  and  lithe  Bob 
Dickey  of  Lancaster  continued  to  do 
a  neat  job  at  the  pivot  spot. 

Despite  several  evenings  of  medi- 
ocre playing,  Walters  still  led  in  scor- 
ing with  164  points  in  14  games.  His 
record  at  the  charity  line  also  was  the 
best,  meshing  46  of  62  tries  for  a 
74%  average.  Dickey  was  pushing 
him  hard,  however,  with  151  count- 
ers. He  had  connected  for  71%  of 
his  attempts  at  the  free  throw  line, 
dropping  in  27  out  of  38  tries. 

Shrider  had  accounted  for  1 1 3 
points,  Johnson  85  and  Gordon  74. 
Gordon  had  the  worst  record  at  the 
charity  stripe,  making  good  only  40% 
of  his  40  tosses. 

Having  racked  up  782  points 
against  672,  Ohio  U.'s  next  foe  was 
the  University  of  Louisville  to  be  met 
in  Chillicothe  February'  7  so  that 
branch  students  could  see  their  team 
in  action.  Remainder  of  the  schedule: 
February  8 — Cincinnati;  February  11 
— at  Marietta;  February  14 — Miami; 
February  17 — at  Xavier;  February  21 
— Dayton;  February  24 — Ohio  Wes- 
ley an;  February  28 — at  Western  Re- 
serve; and  March  3 — Butler. 

The  Bobcats  gave  the  University  of 
Kentucky — the  nation's  No.  1  team — 
a  hard  fight,  but  lost  by  46-36  at 
Lexington  January  4.  The  Wildcats, 
never  behind,  ran  up  a  28-16  lead  at 
the  half.  Failure  to  convert  free  tosses 
was  instrumental  in  the  defeat  as  the 
Green  and  White  made  only  eight 
out  of  20  tries.  Shrider,  playing  for- 
ward, was  high  point  man  for  the 
Bobcats  with  eight  counters. 

Paced  by  Gordon  with  12  points 
for  high  scoring  honors  of  the  eve- 
ning, Ohio  U.  defeated  Xavier  Uni- 
versity January  7  at  Athens  47-30. 
The  Bobcats  led  at  the  half  25-21 
only  to  have  the  Musketeers  tie  it 
up  at  25-25  and  again  at  27-27.  But 
the  Bobcats  won  going  away,  holding 
the  Xa.xier  hardcourt  lads  to  three 
points  in  the  last  13  minutes  of  play. 

Ohio  U.  swamped  Wayne  U.  for 
the  second  time  in  a  Mid-American

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ALBERT  A.  ATKINSON,  91, 
M.S.  "94,  Athens,  dean  emeritus 
of  the  College  of  Applied  Seience  of 
Ohio  University,  died  Jan.  20,  1947, 
in  St.  Francis  Hospital,  Columbus, 
following  an  operation.  He  was  near- 
ing  his  80th  birthday  at  the  time  of 
his  death. 

Dean  Atkinson  was  born  near  Nel- 
sonville,  Ohio,  on  March  7,  1867.  At 
the  age  of  17  he  entered  the  prepara- 
tory department  of  Ohio  University 
and  continued  until  the  receipt  of  his 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  1891. 
He  engaged  in  graduate  study  at  the 
University  of  Michigan  in  1892-93 
and  at  Ohio  University  in  1893-94, 
receiving  the  Master  of  Science  de- 
gree in  the  latter  year. 

.Becomes  Member  of  Faculty 

He  became  associate  professor  of 
physics  at  his  alma  mater  in  1893  and 
held  that  rank  for  one  year.  For  the 
next  six  years  he  had  the  rank  and 
title  of  professor  of  physics,  while 
from  1900  until  a  year  before  his 
retirement  his  title  was  that  of  pro- 
fessor of  physics  and  electrical  en- 
gineering. With  the  reorganization 
of  the  university  into  a  group  of 
seven  colleges  in  1936  he  was  named 
dean  of  the  College  of  Applied  Sci- 
ence. When  he  retired  from  service 
in  June,  1937,  he  was  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  university  faculty  in  point 
of  service,  having  taught  for  44  years. 

Dean  Atkinson  was  one  of  seven 
students  who  pursued  the  first  course 
in  electrical  engineering  given  at  Ohio 
University.  It  was  his  class  that  in 
the  late  '80"s  provided  the  campus 
with  its  first  electrical  illumination. 
The  original  switchboard  bore  the 
names  of  the  members-  of  the  class. 
The  other  principal  items  of  equip- 
ment were  a  diminutive  twenty-light 
Thompson-Houston  dynamo,  and  a 
Shipman  petrol  engine  of  two-horse- 
power capacity. 

In  1893,  Dean  Atkinson  replaced 
Wilbur  M.  Stine,  professor  of  physics 
and  chemistry,  who  resigned  to  ac- 
cept a  position  with  the  Armour  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  now  Illinois 
Tech,  in  Chicago.  During  his  first 
year  on  the  faculty  students  ;n  Prof. 
Atkinsons  engineering  class  installed 
the  first  running  water  system  at  Ohio 
University.    The  Panorama,  a  pioneer 


campus  publication,  reported  the  in- 
stallation as  follows: 

"Increasing  needs  have  rendered 
our  present  water  supply  inadequate 
for  sanitary  and  laboratory  purposes. 
The  electrical  plant  has  been  forced 
to  shut  down  on  several  occasions 
from  lack  of  water.  As  the  rainwater 
from  the  roofs  does  not  last  through 
a  considerable  period  of  dry  weather, 
and  because  of  the  many  inconven- 
iences, the  Electrical  Department  has 
installed  a  pump  at  the  Hocking 
River." 

Dean  Atkinson  was  widely  known 
in  the  field  of  his  profession,  and  was 
listed  in  "Who's  Who  of  America." 
He  was  the  author  of  three  textbooks 
and  a  member  of  many  scientific  and 
professional  organizations,  including 
the  Ohio  Academy  of  Science,  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers, 
American  Association  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Science,  American 
Physics  Society,  and  the  Society  for 
the  Promotion  of  Engineering  Edu- 
cation. He  was  also  the  representa- 
tive of  the  field  of  physical  science 
on  the  board  of  the  Ohioana  Library, 
a  branch  of  the  State  Library  in  Co- 
lumbus, and  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa,  honorary  scholastic  fraternity, 
and  Phi  Delta  Theta,  national  social 
fraternity. 

In  1934-35  he  was  national  presi- 
dent of  the  Ohio  University  Alumm 
Association,  and  over  a  period  of 
years  served  the  organization  in  var- 
ious  other   capacities.     Upon   Ins    ii- 


tirement  in  1937,  he  established  the 
A.  A.  Atkinson  Awards,  one  for  high 
scholastic  attainment  in  the  field  of 
electrical  engineering  and  another  in 
the  field  of  physics. 

Given  Recognition  Dinner 

On  June  5,  1938,  former  students 
of  Dean  Atkinson  and  of  L.  J.  Addi- 
cott,  now  professor  emeritus  of  civil 
engineering,  gave  a  Recognition  Din- 
ner at  the  Athens  Country  Club  in 
joint  honor  of  these  veteran  teachers 
and  presented  them  with  bound  vol- 
umes of  letters  testifying  to  the  love 
and  esteem  of  the  students  for  their 
instructors.  On  the  speaking  program 
Arthur  A.  Brainerd,  Mi,  of  the  Phila- 
delphia Electric  Company,  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,  represented  the  electrical 
engineers,  while  Fred  L.  Plummer, 
"20,  nov/  with  the  Hammond  Iron 
Works,  Warren,  Pa.,  was  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  civil  engineers.  Fred 
M.  McKay,  "14,  Athens,  of  the  Co- 
lumbus and  Southern  Ohio  Electric 
Company,  was  the  toastmaster. 

In  addition  to  his  wife,  the  former 
Julia  McDaniel,  of  New  Plymouth, 
he  is  survived  by  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
Gertrude  Atkinson  Stewart.  "IS;  a 
grandson.  Jack  Stewart,  now  with  the 
Army  in  Japan;  and  two  brothers, 
J.  H.  Atkinson,  "97,  a  retired  pro- 
fessor of  Iowa  State  College,  Ames, 
and  Jesse  Atkinson,  Beaumont.  His 
son-in-law,  John  W.  Stewart,  "16,  is 
in  charge  of  the  Veterans  Adminis- 
tr.iiioii  ^aTwc  at  Beckley.  W.  Va. 


Dean  Albeit  A.  Atkinson  at  Desk  in  Super  Hall  Betoie  Retirement 
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"The  Lord  willing,"  Dr.  Henry  W. 
Elson,  professor  of  history  and  po- 
litical economy  at  Ohio  University, 
1905-1916,  will  celebrate  his  90th 
birthday  on  March  29  at  his  home, 
1314  Watchung  Ave.,  Plainfield, 
N.  J.  It  is  probable  that  many  of  the 
former  students  of  this  distinguished 
historian  will  want  to  remember  him 
with  cards  or  other  greetings  on  this 
anniversary. 

Besides  his  work  at  Ohio  Univer- 
sity, Dr.  Elson  has  been  a  lecturer  for 
the  University  Extension   Society  of 


Dt.  Henry  W.  Elson 

Philadelphia;  president  of  Theil  Col- 
lege, Greenville,  Pa.;  and  a  lecturer 
at  New  York  University.  As  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Constitutional  Convention 
of  Ohio  in  1912  he  authored  the 
proposal  to  enable  three-fourths  of  a 
jury  to  render  a  verdict  in  civH  cases. 

The  New  Jersey  nonagenarian  is 
the  author  of  History  o^  the  United 
States  in  one  volume;  tUstory  of  the 
United  States  in  five  volumes;  Modern 
Times  end  the  Liiiing  Past,  a  high 
school  world  history  of  which  more 
than  a  million  copies  have  been 
sold;  juvenile  Life  of  Lafayette;  and 
Through  the  Tears  With  Our  Consti- 
tution. A  new  edition  of  his  "History 
of  the  United  States"  was  published 
last  year  by  the  Macmillan  Company 
after  the  author  had  spent  a  year  in 
bringing  it  up  to  date  with  a  full 
account  of  World  War  II. 

Dr.  Elson  is  the  father  of  Delma 
Elson,   '11,  Youngstown;  Harold  A.

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WITHIN  the  space  of  a  relatively  few  years  Charles 
H.  Harris,  "06,  former  managing  editor  of  the 
At/u-jii'  Messenger  and  part-time  instructor  in  the  Ohio 
University  School  of  Journalism,  has  acquired  the  second 
hirgest  collection  of  Currier  and  Ives  prints,  or  litho- 
graphs, in  the  world. 

Retired  from  newspaper  work  since  early  last  spring, 
he  now  lives  at  his  country  place,  "The  Homestead," 
near  Syracuse,  Ind.,  where  he  has  time  to  do  the  many 
enjoyable  things  that  a  busy  professional  career  would  not 
permit  —  among  them  the  pursuit  of  his  hobby  of  collect- 
ing antiques. 

Mr.  Harris  was  associated  with  the  local  paper  for 
more  than  40  years.  His  great  grandfather  was  a  member 
of  the  party  that  laid  out  the  site  of  Ohio  University. 

Although  not  newspapermen,  Nathaniel  Currier  and 
James  Merritt  Ives  were  among  the  nation's  earliest 
"pictorial  journalists"  and  as  such  their  work  has  an 
interest  and  fascination  for  Mr.  Harris. 

The  Currier  and  Ives  prints  are  pictures  that  were 
etched  on  stone  and  then  transferred  to  paper.  There  are 
more  than  7,000  different  subjects  and  they  depict,  more 
or  less,  the  history  of  the  United  States  from  1840  to 
1880. 

"When  something  important  happened  during  the 
half  century  of  their  business  existence,"  says  Mr.  Harris, 
"Currier  and  Ives  pictured  it.  Art  to  this  firm  of 
lithographers  was  only  incidental.  It  was  the  commercial 
angle  they  were  following  and  their  artists  were  second- 
ary —  no  prima  donnas  with  temperament  allowed."

Currier  Print  Presented  to  Alumni  Office  by  Mr.  Harris 

Nearly  every  American  home  had  one  or  more  of 
the  pictures  by  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century,  but 
because  of  the  journalistic  quality  of  the  artists'  work  they 
soon  became  out  of  date  and  were  almost  lost  to  posterity. 
At  the  turn  of  the  century,  however,  collectors  of  antiques 
rediscovered  the  old  prints  in  attics  and  barns,  pieced  their 
story  together,  and  today  collectors  vie  with  each  other 
in  their  efforts  to  acquire  the  rarer  and  more  unusual 
prints. 

Collector  Harris  has  recently  presented  to  the  Alumni 
Office  as  a  gift  one  of  the  prints  (see  picture  at  top  of 
page)  from  his  historical  group.  It  is  a  color  plate,  ten 
inches  by  fourteen  inches,  made  and  copyrighted  by 
N.  Currier  in  1841,  a  very  early  date  in  the  history  of 
Currier  prints. 

Beneath  the  picture  is  the  caption,  "Death  of 
Harrison,  April  4,  A.D.  1841"  and  in  smaller  letters 
under  the  main  caption,  "I  wish  you  to  understand  the 
true  principles  of  the  Government.  I  wish  them  carried 
out.    I  ask  no  more." 

Identified  by  Currier  on  the  print,  although  scarcely 
discernible  in  the  above  reproduction,  were  the  figures  in 
the  picture.  Sitting  at  the  foot  of  the  bed  is  "Thos. 
Ewing,  Sec.  of  Treas."  with  a  handkerchief  over  his  eyes. 
Standing  next  is  "Danl.  Webster,  Sec.  of  State"  with  a 
rolled  manuscript  in  one  hand  and  the  other  raised  in  an 
oratorical  gesture.  Then,  in  order,  are  "Physician," 
"Rev.  Dr.  Hawley,"  "President  Harrison,"  "Niece,"  and 
"Nephew." 

Thomas  Ewing,  usually  referred  to  as  Ohio  Uni- 
versity's first  graduate  (Class  of  181>)  was  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  under  President  William  Henry  Harrison 
and  was  named  Secretary  of  the  Interior  by  President 
Zachary  Taylor  when  that  cabinet  post  was  created  in 
1849.  Ewing,  also,  was  the  father-in-law  of  Gen.  William 
Tecumseh  Sherman  of  Civil  War  fame. 

In  the  picture  at  the  bottom  of  the  page  Mr.  Harris 
IS  shown  holding  "The  Harvest  Field,"  one  of  his  favorite 
N.  Currier  prints.  It  is  an  oval  of  delicate  coloring  and 
was  made  shortly  after  1840.  Among  the  prints  above 
him  are  "Natural  Bridge,  Virginia,"  "The  Source  of  the 
Hudson,"  "The  River  Edge,"  and  "American  Homestead 
\\ 'inter."
